Kinderaarten 
Teachers Needed 


A reserveir of kindergarten 
teachers is badly needed in Al- 
tona advises the principal of the 
Kindergarten Training College, 
Miss Heather Lyon. 


She points out that unless 
there are recruits from this area 
Altona will not have a “storage 
dam" of teachers to fill positions 
in the Shire as they become 
vacant. 

Miss Lyon considers the kin- 
dergarten teacher the most im- 
portant of all teachers as they 
handle children in their most 
formative years. 

A girl considering kindergar- 
ten teaching as a career needs 
to like people, particularly chil- 
dren to whom she must be able 
to transmit knowledge and the 
zest for living, remarked Miss 
Lyon. 

She explained that the role of 
a kindergarten teacher. is one 
of guidance—guidance in social 
behaviour, guidance in attitudes, 
guidance when their whole be- 
ing is being formed, 

As well as learning to under- 
stand children and their rate of 
growth the three year course 
gives a broad general education 
designed to equip teachers with 
the confidence to work with chil- 
dren and deal with their parents. 

Miss Lyon reports that the 
Kindergarten Training College 
provides an interesting and 
broad course of education for 
those who find children interest- 
ing and are satisfied in their 
company.

Mr. Broadmore said that sav- 
ings records showed that numer- 
ous young couples were qualified 
to apply for the grant, but had 
not bothered to da so. 


“It seems that many do not 
understand what is involved and 
so are not aware that they are 
eligible for the grant,"’ he said. 

“Several have also expressed 
the fear that there were some 
strings attached to such a gift. 
But nothing could be further 
from the truth. : 

“Once a young couple has 
qualified for the Home Savings 
Grant, they have only to apply 
for it to be given. We at the 
Wales will be pleased to help 
them apply, if they so wish. 

“With so many of our young 
people striving to buy a home of 
their own as soon as possible 
after they are married, this 
scheme gives a great fillip to 
their savings at a vital stage.” 

The basic qualification, Mr: 
Broadmore said, was that sav- 
ings should be accumulated over 
three years. For every $3 saved, 
up to $1500, the Government 
would give $1, up to a maximum 
of $500, 


TIME TO BEGIN SAVING 

The important thing for 
young people to realise was 
that the sooner they began sav- 
ing, the earlier would they 
qualify for the grant. 

“With the average marrying 
age in Australia at 24 years for 
men, and 22 years for women, 
young men would be well ad- 
vised to open a Home Savings 
Account before they were 21, 
and young women before they 
were 19,” he said. 

“If couples saved $10 a week 
between them for three years 
they would then have $1500 (plus 
bank interest) and, together with 
the Federal Grant of $500, could 
put down well over $2000 towards 
a home,” Mr. Broadmore said. 

“Even if they have no thought 
of marriage al the present stage 
a Home Savings Account is a 
wonderful investment for all 
young people. 

“And there are no times. A 
Home Savings Account with the 
Wales (or other savings banks) 
operates exactly as an ordinary 
savings account. Money in. it 
can be withdrawn at any time 
and used for any purpose. 

“But the important thing is 
that the money in a ‘Home Sav- 
ings Account” is an ‘acceptable 
form of saving’ as defined by 
the Federal Government for 
qualification for the grant. In 
other words, to get the grant, 
an ‘account must be entitled 
‘Home Savings Account’,” Mr. 
Broadmore said. 


DETAILS OF THE SCHEME 

The Home Savings Grant 
Scheme offers a gift of $1 for 
every $3 saved for a home by 
one or both of a married couple 
aged less than 36 years. The 
savings must be in an ‘“‘accep- 
table form’ and have been ac- 
cumulated over at least three 
years. The intention is that the 
savings should be properly 
spread over the three years per- 
iod—in other words “genuine” 
savings. 

The maximum grant is $500 
a aan acceptable saving of 


$1. 

Migrants are eligible, provided 
they have lived in Australia for 
three years, are married, and in- 
tend to stay in the country. 

Applicants for the grant must 
be under 36 years of age at the 
date of marriage and at the 
date of entry into a contract to 
buy er build a home. 

Cost of an eligible dwelling 
together with land, whether an 
existing home or one going to 
be built, must not exceed 
$14,000, 


ACCEPTABLE FORMS OF 
SAVING 
















Both husband and wife may 
have “acceptable” savings. 
Although the savings of hus- 

band and wife will be treated 
as separate individual savings, 
the maximum acceptable savings 
in respect of a home will be

Money paid before the end of 

the savings period for the 

land on which the house is 

being built, a deposit on a 

home, building materials, or 

in other ways related to the 
acquisition of the house or 
land. 

Money placed on deposit with 

registered building societies. 


MONEY ALREADY SAVED 


Mr. Broadmore said that these 
five rules applied to all newly- 
begun savings. Money saved 
and deposited in these following 
additional forms on or before 
December 31, 1964, would be re- 
garded as acceptable savings up 
to December 31, 1967, provided 
it had not been withdrawn: 


@ Moncey deposited with a sav- 
- ings bank other than in a 
Home Savings Account. 

@ Money deposited in a current 
account or placed on fixed 
deposit with a trading bank. 

@ Money deposited with a regis- 
tered friendly society or 
credit union, 


Additional or new savings de- 
posited after December 31, 1964, 
in an existing or newly opened 
savings bank account not desig- 
nated a Home Savings Account 
or a fixed deposit not designated 
a Home Savings Account or in 
a current account at a trading 
bank or with a friendly society 
or credit union were not accep- 
table. 

“It would be a pity,’ Mr, 
Broadmore said, “if a young 
couple missed out on attaining 
this Home Savings Grant merely 
because they did not take the 
simple steps necessary fo ob- 
tain it. 

“If anyone has any doubts 
about their qualifications for the 
Home Savings Grant, they have 
only to call at the Wales,” Mr. 
Broadmore said. “We will be 
pleased to help them.”

Hazards 


Practical proposals for improving council ser- 


vices, including road safety signs, often spring 
the most unlikely places. 


A year or two ago the Altona 


Shire Council decided to “‘edu- 
cate’ its junior citizens in. the 


running of the Shire Council and 
to share with senior councillors 
in finding solutions to the many 
problems which arise in a de 
veloping district. 

At the suggestion of the then 
Shire President, Cr. J. J. 
Ginifer, the council decided to 
invite the 12 schools in the dis- 
trict to form a junior council. 
Each school was invited to sent 
{wo representatives and one ob- 
server to each monthly meeting: 
and this they have been doing 
for the past two years. 

The junior council is usually 
presided over by a councillor of 
the Shire. supported by executive 
officers to give advice on pro- 
cedure and: council matters. 

The children-discuss matters of 
general interest and put forward 
ideas from the schools for im- 
provements to certain areas of 
the Shire, covering a wide field 
of activity. 

At a recent meeting, a jun- 
ior councillor, representing the 
Altona Primary School, put 
forward an idea of his school, 
suggesting that some form of 
plastic or rubber sign be de- 
veloped to be affixed to a plas- 
tle or rubber type post which, 
when struck by vehicles could 
withstand damage and alse not 
damage the vehicle. 

Other junior councillors sug- 
gested that the amount of dam- 
age to centrally placed road 
signs was terrific and even 
signs in other places had been 


from 


struck by vehicles. When dam- 
aged and defaced these signs 
certainly did not add to civic 
pride. . 

The Shire Engineer, Mr. R. C. 
Simmons, explained to the junior 
councillors that this was a prob- 
Jem confronting all traffic auth- 
orities. - The Altona Engineering 
Department had tried to develop 
the protective -signs, but the 
problem had been to find a form 
of- material stout and strong 
enough to be fiexible and yet 
sturdy enough not to sway in 
the breeze. 

Another junior councillor, 
however, rose to suggest— 

“Could not a piece of sturdy 
air hose be reinforced by fur- 
ther air hose iuside it?” Au- 
other boy was quick to add 
that perhaps solid rubber’ of 
the form used in rubber tyres 
could be more effective than a 
hollow hose pipe.

Three Victorian infant ‘teachers and an Austra- 





lian publishing company have combined to produce a 
new series of readers for Australian primary school 


children. 


The teachers are Miss Rids- 
dale, Mrs. Myrtle P. Curtis, of 
the Blackburn Primary School, 
and Sister Marie Eustelle, of the 
Santa Maria Convent in North- 
cote. The publishers are Thomas 
Nelson (Australia) Ltd. 


;Mr. David Rosenberg, Thomas 

Nelson's managing director, said 
today the first nine books in the 
series—for children from kinder- 
garten to Grade 3 level—were 
due for publication in Australia 
in about six weeks. 


Seven’ more books, to complete 
the basic reading scheme for 
primary school children, would 
be released next year. The 
books will cost from 30 to 45c. 


Mr. Rosenberg said his firm 
felt there was a need in Aus- 
tralia—and in Victoria in particu- 
lar—for a new primsry school 
reading scheme. 


The idea came from a Cana- 
dian series published by the Can- 
adian company. 


“We showed the Canadian 
readers to school in Victoria, 
and we got such a tremendous 
response that we were con- 
vinced we should do something 
similar for Australian schools.” 


Miss Ridsdale, Mrs. Curtis and 
Sister Eustelle were approached 
because of their prominence in 
the infant teaching field. They 





completely altered the Canadian 
series to suit Australian condi- 
tions. 


Miss Ridsdale said today that 
tbe rewriting took two months. 


She has been an infant teacher 
since 1945 and for four years 
broadcast to the parents of chil- 
dren “‘altending™ the “school of 
the air,” telling them how to 
teach their children the school’s 
correspondence lessons.

Frank Foy, general secretary of 
the Real Estate and Stock Insti- 
tute of Victoria. 


REAL ESTATE BUYING 
REMINDERS 


Advertisements: Remember to 
look at as many advertisements 
as possible every day of the 
week, not only Saturday. You 
can always obtain further infor- 
mation by telephoning the agent 
advertised. 


Have you made up your mind: 
Be thoroughly certain you have 
made up your mind before pay- 
ing a deposit or before signing 
a document that you want to 
buy that particular property. It 
would be wrong to asume you 
can pay a deposit and then 
change your mind and receive 
the whole deposit back. You 
should work on the assumption 
thal it is not necessarily possible 
for you to obtain a return of 
any of the deposit if you change 
your mind. 


What are you buying: Make 
sure you are quite clear exactly 
whal gocs with the property and 
what does not. For example, al- 
though it is a growing practice 
to include floor coverings such 
as linoleum and carpet, these 
are not automatically included. 
Unless mention is made in the 
advertisement these should not 
be considered to be sold with 
the house. If subsequently the 
owner agrees to include them. 
all such items should be set out 
quite clearly in the agreement 
to purchase. There should be 
absolutely no doubt between the 
buyer and the seller as to what 
exactly is included in the sale. 


Insurance; Jnsure the house 
for an adequate amounts as soon 
as you decide ta buy, which 
means paying a deposit or sign- 
ing any agreement to buy, in- 
cluding a sale note. 


You can easily arrange this 
cover through the estate agent 
ihrough whom you are buying 
the property. Do not be misled 
by assuming that the insurance 
cover held by the buyer is suffi- 
cient for your requirements.

Auctions: Remember you may 
be able to buy before the auc- 
tion date. In other words, the 
purchaser does not necessarily 
have to wait until the date itself, 
provided the owner agrees to 
this course. His agreement 
would depend on whether you 
offer a satisfactory price. 


Joint Ownership: A decision as 
to whether you buy in joint 
names, e.g. of you ahd your 
wife, should be made very early, 
not after you have signed an 
agreement to purchase. It is 
safer to tell the estate agent as 


'soon as you decide to buy in 


this manner. 


If more than one agent: If you 
have seen a property with one 
agent and subsequently have it 
introduced to you by another 
agent, tell the second agent you 
have already.seen the property 
or had it introduced to you. He 
will show you others from his 
“stock.” 


Stamp duty: ‘When budgeting 
to buy a house remember that 
stamp duty of 14% is payable 
(under $700 the rate is 1%%). 
For example, if a property is 
purchased for $8000 the stamp 
duty will be $120.
